IVORY COAST FONMIN USHER, IN DISCUSSION WITH ASST SECY EASUM, 
WELCOMED "FRESH IDEAS" AND NEW US RECEPTIVITY TO DIALOGUE WITH 
LDC'S WHICH HE FOUND IN SECY KISSINGER'S GA SPEECH. HE WAS 
CAUTIOUSLY OPTIMISTIC SPECIAL SESSION WOULD ACHIEVE MEANINGFUL 
RESULTS, BUT WARNED IT MUST RESTRICT FOCUS TO CENTRAL ISSUE OF 
RAW MATERIALS AND DEVELOPMENT, RATHER THAN TREAT WHOLE RANGE OF

NIGERIAN FOREIGN AFFAIRS COMMISSIONER ARIKPO PRAISED SHAH OF 
IRAN'S PROPOSED FUND AND EXPRESSED CONCERN AT OPERATION OF KUWAITI 
FUND AND OTHERS, SUCH AS SAUDI ARABIA'S, WHICH TRY TO EXERT POLI- 
TICIAL LEVERAGE. HE BELIEVED IT WAS IN BEST INTEREST OF PRODUCING 
NATIONS TO JOIN TOGETHER AND NEGOTIATE EQUITABLE AND STABLE 
PRICES FOR THEIR PRODUCTS AND COULD NOT ACCEPT SECY KISSINGER'S

LEBANESE APRIL 16 ASKED INDONESIANS TO COME UP WITH DRAFT SC RES 
ON LEBANESE COMPLAINT AGAINST ISRAEL. AT FIRST INDONESIANS DECLINED, 
ADVISING LEBANESE TO WORK OUT DRAFT ACCEPTABLE TO US. BUT LATER 
GAVE US AND FRENCH DRAFT IDENTICAL TO LEBANESE TEXT. MISOFF TOLD 
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THEM RES SO TOTALLY ONE-SIDED IT COULD NOT SERVE AS BASIS FOR 
NEGOTIATIONS. SUBSEQUENTLY. INDONESIANS CIRCULATED SAME DRAFT TO

COMITE'S DISCUSSION APRIL 17 FOCUSED PRIMARILY ON ACTIONS

INTERLINE AGREEMENTS WITH AIR RHODESIA. SECRETARIAT IS TO 
PREPARE LIST OF COUNTRIES WHOSE AIRLINES WERE REPORTEDLY INVOLVED, 
BASED ON IATA DOCUMENTATION. SOVIETS AND CHINESE OPPOSED 
SENDING NOTE TO REPUBLIC OF CHINA, AND COMITE AGREED NOTES 
WOULD BE SENT ONLY TO THOSE INVOLVED WHO ARE MEMBER STATES OR 
MEMBERS SPECIALIZED AGENCIES. KENYA ASKED FOR MORE LIGHT ON

ZULETA (COLOMBIA) TOLD MISOFF HIS PRESIDENT, FONMIN AND BOTH 
PRESIDENTIAL CANDIDATES ARE COMMITTED TO INVITATION TO HOST AT 
BOGOTA INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR WORLD CONFERENCE. HE WAS NOT 
CERTAIN GOC WOULD HAVE MADE REQUIRED BUDGETARY ARRANGEMENTS BY 
NEXT WEEK, BUT HE SAID GOC BUILDING INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE HALL
